The  58th  Annual  FUN  show  was  January  1 0-1 3th ,  2013  in  Orlando.  The  weather  could  not 
have  been  nicer  with  highs  around  82  degrees  and  lows  around  62  degrees.  Dealer  set¬ 
up  was  Wednesday  from  2-8PM  with  almost  2000  dealers  registered.  There  were  614 
dealer  booths,  topping  last  year’s  597.  Attendance  was  over  10,700. 

The  theme  of  the  show  was  “Buffalo  &  Hobos,  A  Centennial  Celebration”.  The  Hobo  nick¬ 
el  carvers  were  out  in  front  of  the  show  just  before  it  opened  to  the  public.  They  were  then 
busy  carving  Buffalo  nickels  at  their  booth.  Encased  Buffalo  nickels  and  hobo  derby  hats, 
compliments  of  FUN,  and  FUN  cloth  bags  and  lanyards  supplied  by  John  Maben  of 
Modern  Coin  Mart  were  all  big  hits. 

Attendance  at  the  16  educational  seminars  was  exceptional.  Don  Bonser  had  99  at  his 
seminar  and  4  or  5  other  seminars  had  75-80  in  attendance.  The  exhibit  area  set  a  new 
record  with  60  exhibits  in  225  cases.  Exhibitors  came  from  15  states  and  Canada.  There 
were  also  10  young  numismatist  exhibitors  from  6  states.  Best  of  Show  exhibit,  spon¬ 
sored  by  Heritage  Auctions,  was  Linda  Wolka’s  “Selected  Medals  and  Coins 
Commemorating  Martin  Luther,  Phillipp  Melanchthon  and  Three  Key  Years  of  the 
Protestant  Reformation:  1517-1521-1530.”  The  People’s  Choice  award  was  won  by  Bob 
Russell  for,  “Coin  Jewelry,  The  Latest  Novelty.”  One  exhibit  had  5  uncirculated  1793  Chain 
Cents  worth  $5  million.  There  was  also  a  complete  type  set  of  Confederate  currency,  T-1 
thru  T-72. 

The  Young  Numismatist  program  had  a  new  area  this  year  called  “Coins  and  Kids.”  Kids 
could  play  games  and  put  coins  in  albums  while  their  parents  shopped.  The  area  was 
swamped  on  Saturday.  Saturday  morning  the  YN  program  had  47  kids  and  the  Scout  Merit 
Badge  program  had  27. 

Abraham  Lincoln  (Dennis  Boggs)  was  there  along  with  Robert  E  Lee  (David  Chaltas)  on 
Friday  and  Saturday.  Both  were  overwhelmed  with  customers,  especially  on  Saturday. 
Mike  Bean  with  his  Spider  Press  engraved  special  58th  Annual  FUN  show  souvenir  cards 
for  the  show.  Ray  Dillard  made  special  elongated  cents  with  the  show  theme  Buffalo  & 
Hobos  on  them.  The  Piedmont  Gold  Panners  were  very  busy,  especially  with  adults  pan¬ 
ning  for  gold.  The  1715  Fleet  Society  manned  a  both  with  treasure  items  and  literature  on 
the  upcoming  300th  anniversary  of  the  1715  Fleet  sinking  in  a  hurricane  off  of  the  east 
coast  of  central  Florida. 

Heritage  Auctions  had  another  world  class  auction  with  four  catalogs,  each  one-inch  thick. 
The  auction  prices  realized  were  $57,723,530.  The  Olsen  specimen  1913  Liberty  nickel 
sold  for  $3,737,500  in  PR-64.  A  1792  Half  Disme  sold  for  $1,410,000. 

Five  Florida  coin  club  buses  sponsored  by  FUN,  brought  a  total  of  209  club  members  to 
the  show.  This  was  a  new  high.  Our  second  FUN  member  coin  club  “Get  Together”  had  25 
club  members  in  attendance  including  the  FUN  President,  VP,  and  Treasurer.  Also  there 
were  ANA  Executive  Director  Jeff  Shevlin  and  ANA  National  Coordinator  Oded  Paz  pres¬ 
ent  at  the  meeting.  In  addition,  many  other  specialty  clubs  met  during  the  week.

HOT  TOPICS  FOR  2013 


Anti-Counterfeiting,  Interstate  Sales  Tax  Collection  &  More  AML  Pressure 

Beefing  Up  The  Hobby  Protection  Act 

With  the  official  adjournment  of  the  112th  Congress,  the  Collectible  Coin  Protection  Act  (HR  5977)  officially  died  in  com¬ 
mittee.  The  Committee  of  Energy  and  Commerce  Chairman  Fred  Upton  (R-MI)  and  the  Ranking  Member  Henry  Waxman 
(D-CA)  have  committed  to  introduce  the  bill  in  2013  with  the  same  language  as  last  year.  As  you  may  recall,  this  bill 
would  put  additional  teeth  into  the  Hobby  Protection  Act  that  will  help  to  thwart  the  counterfeit  coins  coming  primarily  from 
China.  While  passage  of  anything  is  exceptionally  uncertain  in  Washington,  DC  these  days,  this  bill  (once  reintroduced) 
should  have  a  decent  chance  of  passage  as  it  is  revenue  neutral,  is  sponsored  by  two  influential  legislators,  and  has  no 
opposition. 

This  Year’s  Red-Hot  Topic  -  Interstate  Collection  of  Sales  Taxes 

While  no  bill  has  yet  been  introduced  in  this  Congress,  we  expect  that  a  version  of  the  interstate  collection  of  sales  tax 
bill  that  was  proposed  last  year  will  become  a  major  issue  in  this  Congress.  And  unlike  similar  bills  in  years  past,  this  lat¬ 
est  version  seems  to  have  significant  support. 

There  is  a  very  strong  possibility  that  the  federal  government  will  seek  to  grant  this  power  to  the  states.  The 
amount  of  money  at  stake  is  enormous. 

As  a  simple  (non-technical)  recap,  when  you  make  a  purchase  from  an  out-of-state  merchant,  that  dealer  is  not  required 
to  collect  your  state's  sales  tax  since  he  has  no  physical  presence  in  your  state.  However,  what  most  people  don't  real¬ 
ize  that  if  the  sales  tax  is  not  collected  and  remitted  by  the  merchant,  there  is  a  "flip"  side  to  the  sales  tax  called  the  "use 
tax."  The  use  tax  is  the  same  percentage  as  the  sales  tax  and  it  is  the  customer  who  is  required  to  pay  it  to  his/her  home 
state  (the  rate  of  the  state  where  the  product  was  delivered.)  This  sales/use  tax  does  not  apply  just  to  coins  and  pre¬ 
cious  metals,  but  most  products  that  you  might  buy  -  a  computer,  clothing,  office  supplies,  etc.  It  doesn't  matter  whether 
you  make  your  purchase  over  the  Internet,  or  by  mail/catalog  or  phone  order. 

But  the  states  have  a  big  problem  with  enforcement  of  the  use  tax.  Most  people  don't  even  know  they  owe  this  tax,  and 
those  who  do  seem  to  "forget”  to  pay  it.  Some  states  have  put  a  line  item  on  their  state  income  tax  form  requiring  you 
to  tell  them  how  much  you've  purchased  from  out-of-state  and  therefore  how  much  use  tax  you  owe.  They  expect  you 
to  remit  that  amount  to  the  state.  But  the  states  know  it's  almost  impossible  to  document  what  you  may  have  bought  out- 
of-state  (other  than  something  like  a  car  that  you  have  to  register)  and  that  this  honor-based  method  of  tax  collection  is 
inadequate. 

The  states  have  recognized  this  for  decades,  but  they  require  U.S.  Congress  to  grant  them  the  power  to  force  out-of- 
state  merchants  to  collect  the  tax.  Until  now,  any  efforts  by  the  states  to  get  Congress  to  grant  them  this  power  have  par¬ 
tially  been  thwarted  by  their  inability  to  work  and  play  well  with  each  other.  For  instance,  some  states  levy  a  sales  tax  on 
food  products  and  others  do  not.  How  food  is  defined  differs  from  state  to  state  -  some  states  may  tax  popcorn,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  while  others  would  not.  Congress  has  recognized  the  significant  and  unfair  burden  that  such  differences  create  for 
small  businesses.  However,  this  latest  effort  does  not  require  all  the  states  to  agree  on  everything. 

The  good  news  with  this  new  approach  is  that,  unlike  earlier  proposals,  whether  or  not  the  sales  tax  exemptions  on  coin 
and  precious  metals  products  remain  will  still  be  a  state-by-state  matter.  (Currently  30  states  have  some  form  of  an 
exemption  on  rare  coin  and  precious  metals  and  currency  items.  Five  states  have  no  sales  tax  at  all,  but  the  other  25 
exemptions  were  enacted  based  on  the  efforts  of  ICTA  working  with  in-state  dealers  who  fought  to  achieve  these  exemp¬ 
tions.  If  you  reside  in  a  state  that  has  a  sales  tax  exemption,  be  sure  to  thank  your  dealer  for  either  working  on  or  help¬ 
ing  to  keep  that  exemption.) 

However,  as  the  states  will  retain  discretion  on  the  matter,  no  state  will  be  required  to  keep  an  existing  exemp¬ 
tion  on  these  investment  products  either. 

While  we  expect  there  will  be  a  small  business  exception  for  out-of-state  vendors  based  on  dollar  volume  of 
their  business,  the  most  recent  figures  of  $500,000  or  $1  million  will  not  be  enough  to  exempt  even  the  small¬ 
est  mom-and-pop  dealer  in  precious  metals,  especially  with  the  metals  market  at  its  current  levels.  To  put  it 
into  perspective,  with  gold  at  its  current  spot  price  of  approximately  $1700  per  ounce,  even  a  $1  million  gross 
volume  exemption  means  that  a  dealer  would  not  be  able  to  sell  more  than  588  ounces  of  gold  over  the  course 
of  an  entire  year.  That  translates  to  a  little  over  1  ounce  of  gold  sold  per  day.  And  since  it's  a  gross  volume 
definition,  all  products  that  a  dealer  sells  count  toward  that  total,  including  something  as  minor  as  a  Redbook.

A  $500,000  small  business  definition  would  reduce  that  588  ounce  figure  to  294  ounces. 

Yes,  ICTA  is  very  much  on  top  of  this,  as  are  many  other  industries  that  will  be  opposed.  Ebay  has  already 
sent  an  e-mail  alert  to  its  sellers  to  begin  protesting  consideration  of  granting  states  this  power. 

It  would  take  a  lot  more  space  than  we  have  here  to  get  into  the  nitty-gritty  details  on  this  subject,  especially 
since  as  I  write  this  article  an  actual  bill  has  not  been  introduced  yet.  However,  if  and  when  ICTA  or  others 
ask  you  to  voice  your  opposition,  don't  just  leave  it  for  the  other  guy  to  do.  Your  members  of  Congress  are 
going  to  have  to  hear  loud  and  clear  from  you.  Remember,  a  sales/use  tax  is  not  a  tax  a  dealer  pays  -  it  is 
the  customer  who  is  required  to  pay  the  tax.  The  dealer  merely  collects  it  from  the  customer  and  sends  it  to 
the  appropriate  state  or  states. 

PRESSURES  MOUNT  ON  ANTI-MONEY  LAUNDERING  ISSUES 

Once  again  ICTA  sponsored  a  seminar  on  Cash  Reporting  and  Anti-Money  Laundering  (AML)  compliance  at 
the  FUN  Show  in  January,  2013.  We  very  much  appreciate  the  support  and  assistance  from  FUN  so  ICTA 
can  conduct  these  important  annual  seminars.  This  year  the  subjects  covered  include  reminders  about  unwise 
practices  and  clarification  on  areas  that  we  have  found  confusing  to  dealers.  In  addition,  new  pressures  from 
the  IRS  on  bank  account  seizures  as  well  as  banks  closing  coin  dealers  accounts  were  discussed.  Retired 
IRS  Special  Agent  Ray  Gregson  was  the  featured  speaker. 

We’re  also  hearing  "from  the  field"  that  8300  compliance  audits  are  being  conducted  by  the  IRS  in  certain  geo¬ 
graphic  areas.  This  is  in  addition  to  IRS  task  forces  that  are  responding  to  other  situations. 

A  couple  highlights  from  the  seminar: 

•  Dealers  and  their  customers  should  never,  ever  structure  any  transaction  with  the  specific  intent  of 
preventing  an  8300  Form  (for  reporting  large  cash  transactions)  from  being  filed.  That  includes  mak¬ 
ing  cash  bank  deposits,  or  customers  keeping  their  cash  purchase  amounts  under  the  $10,000  thresh¬ 
old.  What  customers  may  not  realize  is  that  when  you  withdraw  cash  from  a  bank  account,  the  bank's 
computers  track  this.  If  you  withdraw  amounts  of  cash  on  several  occasions,  the  computer  may  flag 
your  transactions  as  suspicious.  If  you  want  to  make  a  cash  purchase,  just  do  it  and  don't  worry  about 
what  form  the  bank  may  have  filed.  Remember,  the  bank  doesn't  need  your  cooperation  -  it  has  all 
the  information  it  needs  to  file  these  forms.  They  took  all  that  information  from  you  when  you  first 
opened  your  account. 

•  Too  many  dealers  believe  that  once  they  have  an  AML  plan  that  their  obligation  to  comply  with 
Section  352  of  the  USA  Patriot  Act  is  complete.  They  forget  that  there  are  four  required  elements  to 
compliance  with  this  law.  That  includes  having  a  written  AML  policies  and  procedures  plan,  a  written 
designated  compliance  officer,  ongoing  education  (this  mostly  applies  to  educating  staff,  but  also 
includes  senior  management  and  owners),  and  an  annual  written  independent  review.  ICTA  receives 
calls  just  about  every  week  from  dealers  who  were  being  notified  by  their  bank  they  must  produce  their 
AML  plan  and  their  annual  written  review  or  the  bank  will  close  their  account.  Very  often  the  bank  only 
gives  a  dealer  10  days  to  comply  before  they  will  close  the  account.  Any  dealer  who  doesn't  already 
have  an  AML  plan  and  the  required  written  annual  review  was  a  serious  risk  of  having  his  bank  account 
closed. 

•  For  those  who  may  think  the  government  is  not  serious  about  this  they  may  wish  to  consider  the 
situation  of  HSBC  Bank.  The  government  levied  a  fine  on  HSBC  of  $1 .9  billion  (yes  that's  with  a  B)  for 
having  an  inadequate  AML  policies  and  procedures.  There  is  some  confusion  about  when  cashier’s 
checks  and  money  orders  must  be  considered  as  cash.  A  cashier's  check  or  money  order  with  a  face 
value  of  $10,000  or  less  must  be  treated  as  cash.  A  cashier's  check  or  money  order  with  a  face  value 
of  over  $10,000  is  not  to  be  treated  as  cash.  Only  transactions  where  the  merchant  has  received  over 
$10,000  in  cash  must  be  reported  on  IRS/FinCEN  form  8300. 

Each  year  ICTA  has  a  seminar  at  the  FUN  Show  on  Wednesday,  before  the  bourse  floor  opens,  that  is  free 
and  open  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  attend.

Saturday,  Jan.  19,  2013,  at  the  Fort  Meade 
Veterans  Hospital. 

Alan  (Masslich)  Herbert  was  born  in  Chicago 
on  June  13,  1926. 

In  1968,  his  work  attracted  the  attention  of 
Numismatic  News  and  he  began  writing  a 
column  for  a  national  audience,  called  the 
Odd  Corner,  since  renamed,  but  continuous 
to  this  day,  missing  only  two  or  three  issues. 

Among  numerous  awards  from  the 
Numismatic  Literary  Guild,  Herbert  was 
given  the  prestigious  Clemy  award  in  1997. 
The  ANA  awarded  him  their  Medal  of  Merit  in 
1994  and  the  Glen  Smedley  Award  in  2001. 
Numismatic  News  made  him  a  Numismatic 
Ambassador  in  2004.

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Learn  the  Craft  to  Create  a  Winning  Numismatic  Exhibit

The  American  Numismatic  Association  is  offering  collectors  of  all  levels  the  opportunity  to  acquire  the  skills 
and  techniques  necessary  to  create  an  award-winning  exhibit. 

Creating  a  Winning  Numismatic  Exhibit,  instructed  by  Larry  Sekulich,  award¬ 
winning  exhibitor,  will  take  students  through  the  entire  process  of  creating  a  stel¬ 
lar  exhibit.  That  process  will  include  brainstorming  ideas,  writing  the  text,  select¬ 
ing  appropriate  materials,  designing  a  balanced  layout,  choosing  supplemen¬ 
tary  materials,  transporting  exhibits,  exhibit  rules  and  exhibit  judging. 

“I  believe  this  class  is  perfect  for  novice  exhibitors  because  everything  is  cov¬ 
ered,  but  it  is  also  great  for  experience  exhibitors  to  learn  new  things.  I  like  to 
show  people  how  they  can  save  time  building  their  exhibits,”  Sekulich  said. 

“Exhibits  are  a  fantastic  way  to  demonstrate  a  little  pride  in  a  collection.  As  well,  it  allows  the  collector  to  use 
their  collection  as  an  educational  tool.” 

John  Siteman,  an  ANA  Summer  Seminar  student  in  2011,  took  Sekulich’s  course  and  used  the  skills  he 
acquired  to  win  the  Derek  Pobjoy  Award,  Best  Exhibit  of  Modern  World  Commemoratives  and  the  James  L. 
Betton  Memorial  Exhibit  Award  for  first  place  in  the  Young  Numismatists  World  Coins  division  during  the  2011 
World’s  Fair  of  Money  in  Philadelphia. 


“Some  of  the  things  that  really  helped  me  were  learning  where  to  get  the  infor¬ 
mation,  making  an  attractive  layout,  and  writing  the  text  to  where  it  can  be 
understood  by  the  average  person,”  Siteman  said.  He  also  is  not  shy  about 
endorsing  the  course  to  anyone  who  has  an  interest  in  exhibiting,  proclaiming, 
“if  they  want  to  be  a  top-level  exhibitor  and  get  the  high  scores,  this  class  will 
help  them  get  there.” 

John’s  mother,  Ann  Marie  Siteman  said  that  since  her  son  finished  the  course,  he 
has  spread  his  contagious  enthusiasm  to  his  mother  who  claims  she  has,  “caught 
the  exhibiting  bug,”  and  has  found  her  own  success  with  the  knowledge  her  son 
has  passed  along  to  her  from  Sekulich’s  course.  “Sekulich  gave  John  the  insight 
and  guidance  on  putting  together  an  exhibit  that  was  invaluable,”  she  said. 

This  year  the  ANA  will  celebrate  its  45th  Summer  Seminar,  from  June  22-July  5.  Summer  Seminar  offers  indi¬ 
viduals  an  opportunity  to  enhance  their  knowledge  of  numismatics  through  a  wide  selection  of  numismatic 
courses,  taught  on  the  Colorado  College  campus.  With  the  campus  located  next  to  the  Edward  C.  Rochette 
Money  Museum  and  Dwight  N.  Manley  Numismatic  Library,  students  have  many  opportunities  to  tour  the 
museum  or  conduct  research.  Individuals  can  also  participate  in  optional  tours,  special  events,  receptions  and 
banquets. 

Summer  Seminar  is  packed  with  activities  and 
learning  opportunities  in  the  evening  after  regu¬ 
lar  classes.  Mini-seminars  provide  a  chance  to 
take  a  one-  or  two-day  evening  class;  bull  ses¬ 
sions  are  more  informal  gatherings  built  around 
a  specific  topic  or  presentation.

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Undervalued  Coins  and  Potential  Sleepers 


Last  fall,  I  presented  some 
thoughts  on  numismatic  supply 
and  demand.  In  the  last  issue,  I 
wrote  about  “How  to  Keep  Fun 
in  Collecting”.  In  this  issue,  I 
would  like  to  continue  with 
those  lines  of  thinking  and  pres¬ 
ent  some  thoughts  on  finding 
“Undervalued  Coins  and 
Potential  Sleepers”  for  fun  and 
profit. 

First,  let  me  define  “underval¬ 
ued  coins”  as  coins  which  are 
immediately  worth  more  than 
you  are  paying.  “Potential 
sleepers”  are  coins  which  may 
have  a  potentially  bright  future 
appreciation.  These  may 
include  coins  that  are  (1)  under¬ 
graded  (both  raw  and  certified); 
(2)  unattributed  rare  die  vari¬ 
eties,  in  which  there  is  an  estab¬ 
lished  market;  and  (3)  potential 
sleepers  in  a  series  in  which 
there  is  a  low  supply,  but  as  yet, 
a  relatively  low  demand. 

It  takes  many  years  of  experi¬ 
ence  looking  at  coins  and  years 
of  experience  grading  coins  at 
the  major  grading  services  to 
become  an  expert  grader. 
Expert  graders  can  “cherrypick” 
among  the  tens  of  thousands  of 
coins  at  coin  shows  or  shops 
and  buy  undergraded  coins  that 
are  graded  much  too  conserva¬ 
tively.  They  do  so  with  higher 
risk  but  higher  reward  when 
buying  raw  coins  than  when 
buying  certified  coins.  However, 
since  approximately  5%  of 
coins  graded  by  the  major  serv¬ 
ices  in  any  grade  are  good  can¬ 
didates  for  upgrade  to  the  next 
higher  grade  (like  those  with 
CAC  gold  stickers!),  they  often 
seek  out  coins  with  large 
spreads  between  grades.  For 
example,  if  an  expert  submits 
for  re-grading  a  minimum  of  five

coins  at  one  time  with  a  $500 
spread  to  the  next  grade,  all 
they  may  need  is  one  upgrade 
to  pay  for  all  the  grading  fees 
and  still  make  a  nice  profit  upon 
selling.  Coins  need  not  be 
cracked  out,  so  that  the  risk  of 
losing  money  is  minimized. 

You  can  become  an  expert 
grader  by  carefully  looking  at 
many  thousands  of  coins,  by 
taking  all  the  various  ANA 
Grading  Classes  (highly  recom¬ 
mended)  and  by  looking  at  as 
many  auction  lots  as  possible  at 
a  major  coin  show.  Test  your¬ 
self  to  see  how  close  you  can 
come  to  the  grade  assigned. 
Finally,  spend  some  time  and 
money  to  see  how  good  you  are 
at  acquiring  undergraded  and 
consequently  undervalued 
coins. 

I  presented  many  instances  in 
past  articles  about  the  benefits 
of  buying  books  and  joining 
specialty  clubs  to  lean  about 
rare  die  varieties  in  a  series  that 
commands  a  substantial  premi¬ 
um.  Start  with  the 
Cherrypickers’  Guides,  get  a 
copy  of  the  Top  100  Morgan 
Dollar  Varieties,  The  Flying 
Eagle  and  Indian  Cents,  and  so 
many  more.  Buy  the  books, 
read  them  and  search.  You  will 
find  undervalued  rare  die  vari¬ 
eties.  The  more  you  learn,  the 
more  success  you  will  have  in 
finding  those  undervalued 
coins. 

Finally,  study  the  online  popula¬ 
tion  reports  in  the  various 
series.  I  think  you  will  find  coins 
with  relatively  low  populations 
that  don’t  yet  cost  an  arm  and  a 
leg.  For  example,  in  Morgan 
dollars  you  might  focus  on 
proof-like  dollars,  especially 
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those  that  are  graded  PL  but 
look  like  they  have  deep  mir¬ 
rors.  Look  at  the  populations  of 
proof-like  and  DMPL  dates  such 
as  1886-0,  1892-0  and  many 
other  dates  in  the  1890’s.  With 
so  few  coins  available,  even 
coins  in  AU58  PL/DMPL  should 
be  in  short  enough  supply  to 
have  good  price  appreciation 
potential  in  the  future. 

Have  you  looked  at  the  popula¬ 
tions  of  the  1938  PDS  Boone 
Commemoratives  at  2100 
pieces,  or  the  1939  PDS 
Arkansas  at  2104  and  2105 
pieces?  How  about  the  modern 
2008W  burnished  platinum 
coins  with  mintages  from  3415 
pieces  to  4643  pieces?

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How  I  Got  Started  in  Numismatics 

By  Jillian  Denise  Ross 

It’s  simple!  To  describe  my  start  in  numismatics  I  must  tell  you 
a  little  about  my  father,  Ralph  W.  Ross,  Ph.D.,  environmental 
toxicologist  and  coin  collector  since  the  quaint  old  age  of  four 
years  old.  My  father  got  everyone  in  our  family  interested  in 
coins,  including  me.  When  my  oldest  brother  Jason  was  born 
in  1983,  my  father  feverously  tried  to  get  him  a  membership  in 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA),  to  no  avail. 

Finally,  his  unrelenting  efforts  paid  off  and  Jason  became  an 
ANA  member  at  five  years  old.  My  younger  brother  Jeremy  and 
I  both  became  members  of  the  ANA  at  one  year’s  old.  While  I 
don’t  remember  joining  the  ANA,  I  do  remember,  as  early  as 
two  years  old,  being  quizzed  about  spelling  words,  such  as 
EINSTEIN,  MATHEMATICS  and  NUMISMATICS.  My  dad 
would  ask  me  “How  much  is  1+1?”  and  I  would  respond,  “2”. 

The  word  that  family  had  to  spell  for  my  father,  including  sib¬ 
lings  and  other  young  relatives,  was  POP!  By  age  three  I  knew  that  2  +  2  =  4  =  22  =  (2)(2)=  4. 

I  owe  my  early  numismatic  education  to  my  father,  who  some  lovingly  call  “the  genius”.  A  dedicated 
high  school  mathematics  instructor  for  over  twenty-five  years,  he  loves  mathematics  and  numismat¬ 
ics.  He  started  the  world’s  largest  high  school  coin  club,  at  my  alma  mater,  Williams  P.  Clements 
High  School,  in  Sugar  Land,  Texas.  So,  you  can  see  how  I  developed  a  natural  affinity  for  numismat¬ 
ics  since  before  I  can  remember. 

Coin  collecting  was  inevitable  in  a  household  where  there  were  red  books,  blue  books,  green  books, 
black  books,  brown  books,  Numismatic  News,  Coin  World,  Numismatist,  and  other  hobby  journals  & 
publications  laying  around  the  house.  Our  summer  vacations  were  planned  around  ANA  national 
conventions  in  cities  around  the  United  States.  I  have  attended  countless  young  numismatist  meet¬ 
ings  and  youth  coin  activities  and  prepared  my  first  educational  exhibit  at  six  years  old.  My  first 
exhibit  was  about  the  new  Sacagawea  dollar  that  I  became  interested  in  while  working  as  my  father’s 
assistant  at  a  local  junior  college  during  the  summer.  My  father  taught  students  about  the  golden 
Sacagawea  dollar  at  “Kid’s  College”  as  part  of  a  local  junior  college  summer  program.  The  class  was 
designed  for  elementary  students  and  the  curriculum  combined  numismatics  and  mathematical  con¬ 
cepts  relating  to  the  fractional  relationship  of  U.S.  coinage;  half-dollars,  quarter-dollars  and  one-hun¬ 
dredths  of  a  dollar.  My  father  described  the  coins  by  historical  and  commemorative  events  surround¬ 
ing  the  minting  of  the  coins  and  he  made  coin  collecting  interesting  and  enjoyable.  The  Sacagawea 
dollar  and  the  beautiful  Indian  girl  caught  my  eye.  My  father  later  bought  me  a  beautiful  Indian  doll 
and  there  began  the  foundation  for  my  educational  exhibit  titled  “My  Sacagawea  Dollar”. 

The  design  of  the  Sacagawea  dollar  was  selected  from  a  national  competition  where  hundreds  of 
submissions  were  considered  by  a  panel  appointed  by  Treasury  Secretary  Robert  Rubin.  The  adopt¬ 
ed  motif  depicts  Sacagawea,  a  young  Native  American  Shoshone,  as  conceived  by  artist  Glenna 
Goodacre.  On  the  obverse  Sacagawea  carries  her  infant  son,  Jean  Baptiste  on  her  back,  and  the 
reverse  shows  an  eagle  in  flight  designed  by  mint  engraver  Thomas  D.  Rogers  Sr.  The  composition 
exemplifies  the  spirit  of  liberty,  peace,  and  freedom  exhibited  by  Sacagawea  as  an  interpreter  and 
guide  to  explorers’  Meriwether  Lewis  and  William  Clark  during  their  famed  westward  march  from  the 
great  northern  plains  to  the  Pacific.

One  of  my  most  memorable  moments  as  a  collector  was  meeting  Sacagawea  designer,  Glenna 
Goodacre  and  coin  model  Randy’l  He-Dow  Teton  at  the  2001  ANA  World’s  Fair  of  Money  Show  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia.  My  father’s  sister,  brother  and  their  spouses  joined  my  family  at  the  ANA  conven¬ 
tion  to  make  it  a  family  affair.  We  all  dined  as  a  family  at  the  ANA  banquet  and  took  pictures  later  that 
evening  with  Sacagawea  model  Randy’l  He-Dow  Teton.  I  will  forever  remember  this  numismatic  event 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia  as  a  moment-in-time  where  coin  collecting  became  a  true  Ross  family  hobby.  We 
believe  that  coin  collecting  is  a  family  activity  where  everyone  gets  involved.  Today,  I  still  love  the 
Sacagawea  dollar.  My  deepest  regret  as  a  collector  is  that  scheduling  conflicts  prevented  me  from 
accepting  the  Florence  Schook  Scholarship  for  the  ANA  summer  camps  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado.  As  a  bright,  eager  scholar,  I  participated  in  educational  summer  programs  and  internships 
at  elite  universities  across  the  United  States  that  were  scheduled  during  the  same  periods  as  the  ANA 
summer  camps. 


I  am  now  an  18  year  old  freshman  matriculating  at  Columbia  University  in  New  York  City.  A 
Biomedical  Engineering  major  and  Freshman  Class  President  of  the  School  of  Engineering,  I  am  still 
passionate  about  coins,  but  have  little  time  for  anything  other  than  school.  Although  I  don’t  have  much 
time  for  collecting  coins  right  now,  I  will  always  be  a  life-long  collector.  I  understand  that  coin  collec¬ 
tors  range  from  basic  collectors  to  professional  numismatists  and  everything  in  between.  I  will  forev¬ 
er  love  numismatics  and  can  appreciate  the  excitement  my  father  must  have  felt  at  four  years  old.  I 
am  so  lucky  to  have  a  numismatic,  mathematician  father  who  inculcated  me  with  a  love  of  mathemat¬ 
ics  and  numismatics!

A  Centennial  celebration 

After  Action  Report  by  Dave  Chaltas,  aka  the  old  general 


On  January  10-13,  2013,  the  Florida  United  Numismatists  (FUN)  Association  held  their  58th  annual 
convention.  Since  1955,  the  show  has  been  an  institution  for  those  serious  minded  collectors.  It  was 
held  at  the  beautiful  Orange  County  Convention  Center,  South  Concourse,  in  Orlando,  Florida. 
According  to  Tony  Swicer,  President  of  F.U.N,  the  show  had  over  two  thousand  dealers  from  around 
the  world  and  had  six  hundred  fourteen  booths.  The  Young  Numismatists  had  an  impressive  display 
and  the  show  possessed  the  largest  educational  exhibits  display  to  date.  There  were  two  hundred 
and  twenty  three  exhibits  along  with  sixteen  educational  seminars  organized  by  Randy  Campbell. 
There  were  also  grading  services,  an  auction  by  Heritage  Corporation,  and  several  rare  coins  on  dis¬ 
play. 

The  show  began  with  a  welcome  by  Tony  Swicer.  He  welcomed  the  dealers  and  offered  basic  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  the  extravaganza.  The  officers,  Donna  Moon  and  Tony  Swicer,  cut  the  ceremonial 
ribbon  (http://www. youtube. com/watch?v=53HfGM1  IM9E&safe=active). 

President  Abraham  Lincoln  (Dennis  Boggs)  and  General  Robert  E.  Lee  (David  Chaltas)  were  hon¬ 
ored  to  be  the  guests  of  the  bellwether  event.  The  four-day  extravaganza  began  with  the  doors  open¬ 
ing  at  8:30  for  the  dealers.  President  Lincoln  and  General  Lee  welcomed  them  to  the  show  and  spent 
the  time  meeting  and  greeting  the  participants.  Mike  Bean  has  demonstrated  his  Spider  Press’  at 
several  stamp  and  coin  shows.  He  held  a  drawing  at  4:00  each  day  and  gave  away  several  impres¬ 
sive  prints.  Piedmont  Gold  Panners  provided  panning  for  gold.  They  demonstrated  and  taught  the 
process  The  Hobo  Nickel  carvers  provided  carving  as  well  as  the  history  of  the  carving.  Ray  Dillard 
created  Elongated  cents  and  offered  them  as  souvenirs. 

On  Friday  at  10:00  sharp  the  doors  were  opened  to  the  public.  Several  thousand  walked  through  the 
entrance,  with  President  Lincoln  on  the  right  side  of  the  door  and  General  Lee  on  the  other,  greeting 
the  masses.  The  stations  were  filled  to  capacity  with  coins  and  currency  from  all  over  the  globe.  All 
types  of  money  were  available  to  buy,  sell  and/or  barter  from  dealers  and  merchants.  Every  conceiv¬ 
able  coin  was  on  display.  Several  rare  coins,  currency  and  bonds  of  the  War  Between  the  States 
were  on  dispiay  as  well  as  for  sale.  Some  of  the  pieces  were  worth  several  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars.  The  1913  nickel  was  on  display  and  under  glass.  There  are  only  five  in  existence  and  its 
value  is  in  the  million  dollar*  range.  With  gold  selling  for  approximately  $1,700  an  ounce,  security 
was  very  prominent. 

One  of  the  displays  that  caught  the  old  general’s  eye  was  a  particular  table  which  contained  every 
piece  of  known  Confederate  currency.  All  of  the  coins  and  currency  were  in  immaculate  condition. 
Several  other  exhibitors  possessed  enough  confederate  currency  to  have  won  the  War  Between  the 
States!  Collectors  worldwide  and  coins  were  available  for  the  ardent  collector. 

The  Young  Numismatist  (YN)  Program  was  held  on  Friday  and  Saturday.  Tony  Bonaro  is  the  direc¬ 
tor  and  organized  the  Coins  for  Kids  program.  The  purpose  is  to  offer  the  youth  an  opportunity  to 
earn  prizes  and  learn  about  coins.  Also  the  educational  value  is  priceless  for  future  entrepreneurs. 
More  importantly,  the  interest  in  currency,  coins  and  bond  was  passed  to  the  rising  generation. 

The  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  were  represented  and  worked  towards  earning  their  coin  collecting  merit 
badges.  General  Lee  and  President  Lincoln  were  the  keynote  speakers  at  the  Saturday  Young 
Numismatist  (Y.N.)  Program.  The  F.U.N.  Pages  ranged  from  age  ten  to  eighteen  and  were  energetic 
and  extremely  helpful.  This  fielder  was  impressed  with  their  knowledge  of  not  only  the  show  but  also 
of  the  currency  on  display. 

The  next  FUN  show  will  be  held  on  July  11-13,  2013.  This  is  a  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  to  see 
dealers  from  all  over  the  world  with  their  treasure  of  coin  and  currency.  This  fielder  wishes  to  thank 
all  those  who  were  involved  in  setting  up  such  an  educational  extravaganza.  Special  thanks  to  Cindy 
Wibker,  Convention  Coordinator,  who  did  a  superb  job  in  organizing  the  event.  For  more  information 
about  future  events,  you  can  go  to  http://www.funtopics.com/fun-convention.html.
